JAIL: leven white men and

The jail was very crowded, neces- 
itating placing eots in the hallway 
between the white and negro cells 
at night, and of putting- cots in the 
exercise space for the white men. 
These were removed and stacked «lur- 
ing the day. 

The bedding was apparently am- 
ple, and was clean. 

No evidence of spitting was found, 
and the jail was in very fair condi- 
hion, 

The prisoners were well disciplined, 
neat personally, and all stated that 
they bathed regularly “ 

The food, so tl cach stated, was 
ample, well cooked, and carried a va- 
riety from day to day.

Without exeeption almost every in- 
mate is ineapacitated by age or in- 
firmity, making it virtually a hos- 
pital situation. 

The crowding is obvious, but in 
the management this has been as well 
worked out and cared for as is pos- 
ible under the conditions. 

The entire place was clean and 
comfortable, the inmates seemingly 
contented and cheerful, and the food 
abundant and suitable, with milk, 
butter und green vegetables. 

In 2 conferenee with the Judge of 
Probate, the details of the investiga- 
tions were discussed with him. He 
stated that he was looking forward 
to improving conditions in both insti- 
tutions as soon as possible, At the 
present, however, he was compelled 
to hold in abeyance anything of an 
extended nature.

COTTON PRICES TOO 
LOW, DUNWOODY SAYS 


Hon. S. M. Dunwoody, Commi: 
ioner of Avriculture and Industrie 
of Alabama, last week issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

‘The present price of cotton, al 
though slightly higher than a few day 
avo, is still too low when the pro 
pective supply is compared with the 
average supply of the past five years. 
The present statistical position of 
cotton, that is, the prospective supply 

indieated by the last official fore 
cast of production, when measured by 
the relation of the supply of the past 
five years to the price during the 
jame period, calls for a price of about 
20. cents.” 


“The supply of cotton is made up 


of the carry-over from the previou 


vear added to the production for the 


year. Following is the supply and 
farm price for the past five years: 
Supply Price 
19238 12,496,000 28.7 
124 15,195,000 22.9 
1925 17,738,000 19.6 
1926 21,298,000 12.5 
1927 16,545,000 19.5 


“The carry-over from the past sea- 
son Was 2,532,000 bales and the offi- 
cial forecast of the present crop on 
Sept. 1, was 14,439,000 bales, mak- 
ine a prospective supply of 16,971,- 


000 bales for the current cotton year, 
With the general price level about 
the average and with the same rela- 
tion between supply and price the 
present price of cotton should be 20,1 
cents per pound,” 

“On the same basis of calculation, 
if the next foreéast should be 14,- 
000,000 bales, making the supply 
16,000,500 bales, the price should be 
20.8 cents; if the supply should fall 
to 16,000,000 bales the price should 
be 21.6 cents, and if the supply should 
fall to 15,000,000 bales the price 
should go to 27.1 cents. In any 
event, cotton should now be selling 
for about three cents more than it 


is bringing.” 


“Obviously growers should not sell 
their éotton for the present price The 
safe thing to do is to place it with 
the Farm Bureau Cotton Association 
and let them handle it with their su- 
perior facilities and contae{ with the 
buyer.” 

“Of course, if the prospective sup- 
ply should rise, the price would nat- 
urally go the other way; but it is 
well keown and admitted that the 
present crop har not reasonable prob- 
ability of turning out a larger volume 
than the last official forecast.”

Elba made its second win in as 
many attempts when they trounced

The Tiger howed up well, ex- 
cept for minor flaws in their de 
fense, but when they had the ball, 
mowed the opposition down easily. 
Trick plays again were not brought 
into use, and very few forward 
passes were tried. Most gains were 
made straight through the line. 

Brundidge displayed a very good 
aerial wame, and it was from passes 
that they netted the most yards.
